You 
pop the eel into your mouth, and while the audience is 
still sputtering and choking, tell them how you fooled 
them with a rubber eel which you made life-like by 
wiggling with your fingers. To prove tt, you reach into 
your mouth and extract a limp eel and say, ‘See, what 
did | tell you? It's a phony eel.” 
drop the limp eel into the tank and suddenly tt comes 
to life and swims away, to everyone's bemusement. 


HOW THE TRICK IS DONE 


The trick is that you do indeed swallow a rubber eel. But, tucked carefully 
inside your mouth Is a real ANESTHETIZED eel. When you remove it, it 
hangs limp and unconscious and you tell everyone it is rubber. However, 
when dropped into cold water it instantly revives and gives the impression of 
a rubber eel coming to life.

The genius behind this feat is that you do not 
indulge in mass-hypnosis of the audience but 
you do hypnotize each object, about a half hour 
before going on. You suggest to the pencil that 
it Is actually a kangaroo, that the pliers is an alliga- 
tor, and that the nutcracker is a ballerina. Then 
you implant a post-hypnotic suggestion in them 
before bringing them back to normal, which is 
whenever they hear the command “COME 
ALIVE ...!", and at the snap of your fingers, they 
will once again-act like a kangaroo, an alligator, 
and a ballerina. A simple but effective trick.
